WASHINGTON, July 24 (AP)— 
Tackling the job of mobilizing 
the home front behind the na- 
tion’s fighting forces, Banking 
committees of the Senate and 
House today began public exami- 
nation of the broad powers re- 


quested by the Truman Adminis- 
tration to control and allocate 
steel, rubber and a long list of 
other materials. 

At the .Senate Committee’s 
hearing, W. Stuart Symington of 
St. Louis, chairman of the Na- 
tional Security Resources Board 
which has the job of planning 
for production, home front con- 
trols and civil defense in event 
of war, described the Administra- 
tion program as designed “to take 
the profiteering out of war.” 

He reviewed the control steps 
proposed by the Administration 
and reminded the Senators that 
Truman has promised to ask for 
“more drastic measures or price 
control and rationing” if these 
become necessary. 

Panic Buying and Hoarders. 

He added that such authority 
should “not be immediately nec- 
essary provided that panic buy- 
ing is avoided and hoarders are 
discouraged by their neighbors 
and suppliers.” 

When Senator Tobey (Rep.), 
New Hampshire, remarked that 
“Ration books are printed and 
ready,” Symington replied: ‘I 
don’t know. That's news to me.” 

Symington said there is a “gen- 
eral abundance of consumer 
goods in this country.” 

The Administration's five-point 
controls bill does not involve re- 
tail price controls at the civilian 
level, or controls over manpower, 
but Symington told Senators these 
things are under consideration and 
may be asked for later if needed. 

He noted that “prices of 28 
basic commodities have risen 10 
' per cent since the invasion of 
South Korea” and added: 

“The controls provided in. this 
bill are essential to reduce these 
inflationary pressures.” 

Use of Existing Bureaus. 

Symington said Truman hopes 
to avoid setting up a series of 
new special agencies to carry on 
the war effort. That was done in 
both World Wars I and II. This 
time, he said, existing government 
agencies and departments will be 
expected to carry the load, 

Symington also said _ there 
would be an effort this time to 
avoid the “piecemeal basis” of 
emergency measures used in 
World War II. 

“Manpower shortage in this 
emergency will be more pressing 
than ever before,” he said. 

“There will be military demands 
on the men and women working 
in the factories, on the farms, 
and in such fields as. transporta- 
tion. Also, however, there is a 
great new additional manpower 
requirement which for the firs 
time has become very real and 

ractical to the security of the 

nited States in this air-atomic 
age—civil defense.”

TRUMAN SEES 
CONGRESS HEADS 
ON TAX INCREASE 


White House Conferees 
Consider Immediate 
Rise in Individual, 
Business Levies. 


WASHINGTON, July 24 (AP)— 
President Truman discussed with 
congressional leaders today the 
advisability of an immediate, 
emergency tax increase on both 
individual incomes and business 
firms. 

House Speaker Rayburn (Dem.), 
Texas, told reporters after the 
White House conference that the 
matter was “still in the conversa- 
tion stage.” 

But in any case a long-range 
tax bill, possibly including an ex- 
cess profits tax, is likely to be 
taken up later in the year or 
early next year, Rayburn said. 

Future Talks. 

Rayburn said the idea of an 
immediate, emergency tax rise 
would be discussed by Secretary 
of the Treasury Snyder and the 
chairman of the appropriate Sen- 
ate and House Committees in the 
near future. 

He said such “interim” legisla- 
tion, as he called it, would be in- 
tended to take up “some of the 
immediate slack” in Government 
financing arising from the pro- 
posed huge increase in military 
spending. 

Rayburn mentioned no figure 
in talking of the possible emer- 
gency bill. 

Truman has said he would send 
a tax message to Congress soon, 
but until today there had been 
every indication it would be con- 
cerned with long-range tax plans 
rather than any emergency meéa- 
sure. 

Presidential Press Secretary 
Charles G. Ross told reporters 
the White House has not decided 
when it will send a tax message 
to Capitol Hill. The President’s 
mid-year economic message will 
go to Congress Wednesday. It 
may contain some clues to Tru- 
man’s tax thinking. 

Rayburn, in discussing taxes, 
told reporters: 

“We've got to have a good deal 
of money.’ 

It was indicated that the Ad- 
ministration’s interest in a pos- 
sible immediate tax rise was also 
based partly on belief it would be 
strong anti-inflation weapon. 

Consumer Funds. 

A boost in individual income 
taxes would withdraw from con- 
sumers money which if spent for 
goods and services would tend to 
bid up the prices of those goods. 

Rayburn emphasized that no 
definite decision has been made 
to go ahead with a tax rise—that 
the decision will depend on the 
conversations between Secretary 
Snyder and congressional tax 
leaders.

The St. Louls CIO Industrial 
Union Council is organizing a 
campaign to combat hoarding, 
profiteering and the retail buying 
boom incuced by fear among con- 
sumers of wartime shortages, Os- 
car A. Ehrhardt, executive secre- 
tary of the council, told the Post- 
Dispatch today. 

CIO leaders, Ehrhardt said, 
have requested consumer, church 
and American Federation of La- 
bor officers to join with them in 
urging Mayor'Joseph M. Darst to 
appoint a large and representative 
citizens committee to head off 
what he termed an “unhealthy 
trend.” 

Unions affiliated with the coun- 
cil will be instructed to carry on 
educational campaigns against 
“war scare” buying among their 
65,000 members in the city.-and

AFL Study Promised.‘ 

Louis J. Renschen, president of 
the AFL Central Trades and La- 
bor Union, said the AFL “realizes 
that scare buying and hoarding 
are wrong “and that the problem 
will be taken.up at the group’s 
next meeting Aug. 1. He said he 
could make no commitment to the 
CIO plan until he fovnd out more 
about it. 

The buying boom, price increas- 
es and hoarding were discussed by 
the executive board of the CIO 
Council Wednesday, Ehrhardt 
said, and invitations to other 
groups to join in a fight against 
them went out later. 

“Our big job Is to point out the 
Ehr- 
hardt said. ‘‘We think, too, that 
the Mayor should appoint a com- 
mittee to look over the whole sit- 
ulation and point the finger at 
persons taking advantage of the 
war situation. When the people 
are getting gouged it becomes the 
Mayor’s business. 

Doesn’t Favor Controls. 

“We're not particularly in favor 
of price controls at this time. We 
should be ‘sane enough to keep 
things on a sensible level. But in 
less than a month some people 
are behaving like they would if 
we were in the middle of a 
major war. We think that inven- 
tories are high enough to take 
care of buyers’ needs and there 
is no reason why people should 
hoard and give sellers the ex- 
cuse of shortages to profiteer.” 

Retail buying in the St. Louis 
area has picked up briskly in the 
last week, with appliances head- 
ing the list, followed by domestic 
goods, tires and automobiles, a 
Post-Dispatch survey showed. 
Buying pressure also is being felt 
in the real estate and wholesale 
dry goods markets. Retailers said 
supplies are ample in department 
stores provided scare buying does 
not create artificial shortages. 

Retail coal dealers reported to- 
day they had noticed a “slight 
increase” in orders in the last 
few days but they attributed the 
rise to the fact that cooler weath- 
er is drawing nearer. They said 
they anticipated no coal shortage 
because of the Korean war unless 
large numbers of coal cars are 
requisitioned by the Government, 
thereby cutting deliveries. They 
said they did not regard this as a 
possibility in the foreseeable fu- 
ture. 

The Laclede Gas Co. reported 
a recent rise in the number of 
applications for gas _ heating 
equipment in homes, but added 
that applications were running 
close to estimates made long be- 
fore the Korean war started. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 24 (AP) 
—The CIO Transport. Workers’ 
Union announced yesterday it will 
establish picket lines in Phila- 
delphia this week—not to win a 
strike, but to stop scare buying 
and hoarding of food and other 
commodities. 

Andrew J. Kaelin, president of 
Local 234, said the pickets will be 
selected from the 3000 members.

plane. 

Minutes after the C-46 climbed 
from the municipal airport here 
it plunged into the pine-spotted 
muckland. The service men were 
still within sight of the airport 
until just before the Ship crashed. 

Towering, gasoline-fed flames 
held back would-be rescuers for 
hours. Helpless, they watched 
the cremation. When the flames 
died, white-jacketed Army med- 
ical corpsmen began removing the 
bodies. Late last night, they had 
recovered 15. The others were 
buried in charred wreckage. 

Bits Flung 100 Yards. 


Bits of the big transport were 
flung in a 100-yard circle. The 
wings were still further away. 

Some said the plane seemed to 
explode.in mid-air. But a pilot 
who flew over the swampland 


‘said the ship didn’t blow up until 


it struck. 

At Nashville Sunday dinners 
were interrupted by a terse broad- 
cast that a plane-load of home- 
ward bound Guardsmen had 
crashed. Families and sweet- 
hearts raced out to the Air Na- 
tional Guard base. They waited 
for three hours—some weeping, 
others white-faced and silent. 

Mrs. Mary M. Brown, a widow 
from suburban Antioch, sat out- 
side the adjutant general’s office 
with two sons. They were called 
into the general’s office and told 
that Cpl. Emmett C. Brown, the 
youngest son, was aboard the 
crashed plane. Cpl. Brown, 19, 
finished high school this year. 
There were 29 other similar mes- 
sages. 

Two Parachutists Reported. 

At the scene of the crash an 
unidentified woman said she saw 
two men parachute from the 
plane, but she said they dropped 
into the blazing wreckage. That 
report couldn’t be verified. 

All Guardsmen who perished 
were members of the 218th Air 
Service Group and all were from 
Nashville or nearby communities. 
Half of them were in their teens. 

The Tennessee adjutant gen- 
eral’s office released the names 
of 29 of the 30 Guardsmen. One 
name was withheld pending noti- 
fication of next of kin.

Sought Yanks in Hills, Aide Says 


Lieutenant Reports Offi- 
cer Listed as Missing 
Was Not Wounded 
When Last Seen. 


By WILLIAM R. MOORE 

AN ADVANCED AMERICAN 
COMMAND POST IN KOREA, 
July 24 (AP)—Maj. Gen. William 
F. Dean, commander of _ the 
Twenty-fourth Division, escaped 
from burning Taejon Thursday 
night after personally leading a 
bitter street-by-street fight 
against tank-led North Korean 
hordes. 


But the General stayed behind 
in the mountains — now enemy 
territory—to round up American 
stragglers. When last reported 
early Friday morning, Dean had 
not been wounded, although oth- 
ers in his party were hit in a run- 
ning fight out of Taejon. 


The account came from an aide, 
Lt. J. Arthur Clarke of Boone, Ia. 
Clarke led 12 men from Dean’s 
party into American lines at noon 
Sunday. 

(Earlier, the Army had listed 
the 50-year-old Dean as missing 
in action. A report to Gen. Doug- 
las MacArthur’s headquarters by 
Col. Jimmie Kim, Dean’s inter- 
preter, said Gen. Dean had been 
wounded. Kim, hit by a machine- 
gun bullet in the flight from Tae- 
jon, dropped out because he could 
not keep up with the party. He 
later made his way to safety.) 

Clarke himself was wounded in 
the shoulder. He related this 
story of the Taejon fighting and 
flight: 

Dean, 6-foot 2-inch native of 
Carlyle, Ill., was in the thick of 
the battle. He directed bazooka 
teams firing the new, king-size 
rockets against Red tanks and 
lugged ammunition for buck pri- 
vates. 

By nightfall, the Korean Reds 
were everywhere. Dean gath- 
ered a small group in jeeps and 
trucks and they roared through 
the burning city. 

They made a wrong turn, how- 
ever, and ran into a Communist 
road block. Machine-gun fire 
sprayed the convoy. The convoy 
doubled back, ran into other 
North Koreans. 

The party abandoned their 
vehicles and scurried across rice 
paddies toward the hills. They 
eluded the Reds and paused on 
a mountainside to rest. 

Dean said, “You can wait for 
me,” and trudged down the moun- 
tainside toward a river, apparent- 
ly to round up other stragglers. 

The party waited two hours, 
then left. 

Earlier Dean had expressed his 
concern in Taejon. “I want all 
of you boys to get out,” he told 
Pvt. Alfred Vessels of Stanton,

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NORTH KOREAN WAR

South Koreans Fall Back 
From Yongju in East—

TOKYO, Tuesday, July 25 (UP) 
—American troops have beaten 
off repeated attempts to break 
the center of their line southeast 
of Taejon, Gen. Douglas MacAr- 
thur said today. 

They were fighting desperately

Yongdong, 23 miles southeast of 
Taejon. The Communists threw 
heavy forces, led by armored for- 
mations, into two drives northeast 
and southwest of Yongdong. Red 
artillery shells fell into Yongdong 
yesterday, and Maj. Gen. Hobart 
R. Gay, commander of the First 
Cavalry Division, said: “The sit- 


uation is very serious.” 
Old Effort Apparently Fails. 
But a communique from Mac- 
Arthur’s headquarters early today 
indicated the center of the Amer- 
ican line had held firm. It added 
that the Communist attempts to 
encircle the Americans apparent- 
ly had failed. There was no in- 
dication that the Communists 
would abandon thtir attempt to 
break the center of the line. 


On the extreme flanks of the 
American-South Korean battle 
line the news was bad. MacAr- 
thur’s communique said a South 
Korean divisien had lost the city 
of Yongju, near the Korean east 
coast. He said the South Koreans 
fell back two miles from the city 
to “more tenable positions.” 

South Korean officials report- 
ed Yongdok had been recaptured 
by the North Koreans, South Ko- 
reans and Americans took Yong- 
dok last week after it had been 
shelled by naval guns. Gen. Mac- 
Arthur said “‘Yongdok remains in 
enemy hands.” 

On the other flank, the North 
Koreans swept far southward 
along the west coast, captured 
Kwangju, and were reported by 
MacArthur to be in the vicinity 
of Mokpo, some 20 miles farther 
south, on the southwestern tip 
of the peninsula. The Commu- 
nist radio claimed the capture of 
Mokpo, a South Korean -naval 
base, and Namwon. Red forces in 
that area were under attack by 
American fighter planes. 

ds Opposed by Police. 

The communique indicated 
MacArthur did not consider the 
flanking movement along the west 
coast as too important. It said the 
Communists were opposed there 
only by units of the South Korean 
national police. 

“Measures which are being 
taken to contain or eliminate 
these roving bands cannot be dis- 
closed at this time,” the com- 
munique said. 

(In Washington, the Navy said 
American warships have moved 
into the Yellow Sea and are now 
patrolling the Korean west coast. 
Allied naval activity previously 
had been limited to the east 
coast.) , 

Ten to 20 North Korean tanks 
were reported destroyed in the 
new fighting on the central front. 

As the northerners mounted 
their attacks United States fight- 
ers and bombers roared out at 
dawn in support of hard-pressed 
American ground troops.

Camouflaged with leaves and 
bushes, North Korean troops stole 
up on an American outpost in 
some force-even while the G.I.s 
subjected them to artillery, auto- 
matic weapon and rifle fire. 

The United States dilemma de- 
veloped with totally unexpected 
swiftness around noon, field re- 
ports said. Yesterday the infan- 
try, airmen and artillery had 
stopped the North Koreans in 
their tracks on the first day of 
the big battle. 

Saw Possible Turning Point. 


As late as Monday morning of- 
ficers were saying that maybe the 
battle would wind up soon, and 
would mark the turning point of 
the war.

Calls Compulsion Necessary. 

He said compulsory allocation 
of industrial “facilities” is neces- 
sary because the last war demon- 
strated that “you €an’t get 100 
per cent co-operation” from busi- 
ness men. 

Senator Sparkman of Alabama 
noted that Symington had made 
no mention “of the most impor- 
tant thing—taxes” in his discus- 
sion of controls needed to pre- 
vent inflation. 

Symington said the tax boost- 
ing request would come up soon 
as a separate measure. 

“Will it include an excess prof- 
its tax?” Sparkman asked. 

“Yes sir, I would hope so,” 
Symington replied. 

Chairman Maybank (Dem.), 
South Carolina, of the Senate 
committee announced his group 
would act with speed. He said 
Bernard Baruch, veteran finanr 
cier and volunteer adviser to Gov- 
ernment, would testify Wednes- 
day. 

Under the Administration bill, 
the Government could order fac- 
tories to give first priority to any 
military needs. That would mean 
airplanes, tanks and guns ahead 
of automobiles, household appli- 
ances or other civilian goods. 

The President also-could de- 
cide what essential military or 
civilian needs should get first call 
on any scarce materials. He could 
seize properties or materials for 
national defense, or use Govern- 
ment credit and funds to expand 
production of necessary materials. 

Finally, the President could fix 
definite limits on installment buy- 
ing credit, terms of real estate 
and house loans, or speculation in 
food and farm products.

States likely to gain are Cali- 
fornia, Florida, Maryland, Michi- 
gan, Texas and Washington. Most 
likely to lose House seats are 
Arkansas, Illinois, Kansas, Mis- 
sissippi, Missouri, New York, 
Oklahoma and Pennsylvania. 


The constitutional reason for 
taking the census every 10 years 
is to make sure that each state 
is fairly represented, according to 
its population, in the House. 


Truman to Get Figures. 

The Census Bureau must send 
President Truman its final tabu- 
lations on the population count 
before Dec. 1 of this year. Tru- 
man _in turn will submit them to 
Congress, probably in the first 
week of next year. The House 
will decide the new representa- 
tion of the states. 

It will base its decision on final 
state. figures submitted. by the 
President. The House has 15 
days to make the apportionment 
and in the off-chanee Congress- 
men-cannot agree, the present al- 
location of Representatives will 
continue. It happened after the 
1920. census. 

Even less likely is the chance 
that the House would decide to 
enlarge its size. The law allows 
it to; but the House membership 
has remained at 435 since 1880.

Only the most stringent credit controls and taxes 


Piss inition TRUMAN’S 10-billion-dollar-and-up defense program 


can prevent a rapid rise in the price level and the cost of living. 
The increased war demand comes when the economy doesn’t have 


much “give’’—elasticity. 

What a contrast with June 1946 
when France fell! Then we were 
slowly emerging from a long de- 
pression. We talked about eco- 
nomic stagnation and maturity. 
We had spare manpower, mate- 
rials, and machines. Unemploy- 
ment was still a curse. But today, 
the nation’s industrial machine is 
working 12% harder than last 
year, harder than at any time 
since the war. So there’s no ob- 
vious slack. 

America’s Hidd n Reserves. 


None the less, a country as 


great as ours has hidden reserves, 


out of which to eke increased 
production. We could: 

1. Put in a longer work week. 
Today factory employes are work- 
ing 40 hours. During the war, 
they worked 46 hours. 

2. Cut down unemployment. In- 
dustry can absorb nearly all the 
3,400,000 persons now out of jobs. 
During the war, industry used all 
but 500,000 workers. Actually, un- 
employment got down as low as 


| 440,000. 


3. Employ more women in in- 
dustry. As jobs become easier 
to get, as factory pay goes up 
when employers bid for workers, 


‘a greater proportion of women 
will be drawn into the labor force. | 


Today 29% of United States. work- 
ers are women; during the war, 
the proportion got above 35%. 

4. Utilize idle or under-used 
plants. The Army, Navy, Air 
Force and Munitions Board have 
some standby plants which can 
be operated. Likewise some pri- 
vate companies have excess plant. 
Likewise, there are some machine 
tools stored away. 

But the immediate bottleneck 
is materials, notably steel. Con- 
sumption today is running, just 
about at capacity. And though 
steel companies have expansion 
programs under way, the in- 
crease will be insufficient to 
meet potential needs. Tight sup- 
plies of copper, aluminum, lum- 
ber will also constrict overall 
production. 

War requirements will subtract 
from civilian supplies, while, at 
the same time, civilians—workers 
with pay checks—will have as 
much money as before, with which 
to buy goods. That’s inflation. The 
money supply gets too big for the 
goods supply. We're once again in 
a scarcity economy. 

Truman’s Two Lines. 

President Truman must now 
hold two lines: The battle line in 
Korea and the price line in the 
United States. His program, to 
that purpose, divides into two 
parts:

With 42 groups 
disguised as 48, which is the 
United States Air Force under 
the Johnson program, we could 
not have all three. The Joint 
Chiefs of Staff therefore chose, 
and chose rightly, to sacrifice 
tactical air power in order to 
conserve the strategic Air Force 
that is now our only deterrent 
against further Soviet aggression. 


This decision of the Joint 
Chiefs in turn conferred particu- 
lar importance on the Marine air 
arm, however. As Johnson in- 
herited it, the Marine air arm 
was a fine tactical Air Force of 
23 squadrons, all _ intensively 
trained in the close support of 
ground troops in combat, the kind 
of support our men in Korea now 
need so desperately. Under For- 
restal’s- build-up plans, this force 
was to be increased gradually to 
31 squadrons. 

Yet Johnson took this Marine 
air arm, which represented almost 
all the true tactical air power we 
had, and cut it to 12 squadrons. 
And when congressional pressure 
forced him to restore four of 
the suppressed squadrons, he

Should the present government of 
China be recognized by the United 
States and also by the United Nations? 
I believe that it should, for American 
influence can be more effective with 
the Communist government's de facto 
status officially recognized. 

True, it is a “Red” nation, but so is 
Yugoslavia, the recipient of many fav- 
ors from free countries. Furthermore, 
“Red” China is recognized by many 
of the democratic nations—notably Brit- 
ain—and by drawing it into the bloc of 
the capitalistic countries, I believe that 
it would gradually out-Tito Tito in its 
relations with the Moscow regime. 

Recent reports from China show that 
although religion is restricted there by 
the adherents of Marxian beliefs, it is 
not persecuted in the bitter way that 
Europeans used to do it. Evidently, the 
Chinese are too wise to feel murderous 
over ideological differences. 

For instance, the Catholic Church is 
allowed freedom of internal worship, 
and in China today there are more than 
14,000 Catholic missionaries, priests, 
brothers and nuns who remain at their 
posts serving the more than 175,000 
faithful in that land.

More McCarthyism? 

Just how far will Wisconsin’s Senator McCar- 
thy be allowed to carry his effrontery? He now 
threatens to take up the time of a Congress busy 
on war measures by reading FBI records. Will 
the Senate really stand for this? 

It might be a different story if McCarthy had 
not been so thoroughly repudiated, and if his 
wild charges had not been shown to be so ut- 
terly without foundation in fact. The long 
majority report of the Tydings subcommittee 
read almost like a bill of impeachment. Never 
before was a Senator so bluntly accused of per- 
petrating a fraud on Congress and people. 

Even Senator Lodge, who felt compelled by 
political considerations to write a minority re- 
port, agreed that McCarthy had not made a case. 
And Senator Hickenlooper, who acted as McCar- 
thy’s mouthpiece during the extended hearings, 
did not say a thing for the subcommittee’s rec- 
ord. .What could he say? 

McCarthy’s line was peposterous from the 

very start. It just did not make sense to be- 
lieve that Secretary Acheson, one of the chief 
architects of our anti-Communist policy, was har- 
boring Communists in the State Department. 
Each of the individuals specifically named by 
McCarthy has been cleared. Must their names 
be besmirched again? 
_ McCarthy, of course, is not the type to give 
up. When one of his charges was shown to be 
empty, he made another. No doubt, he will 
continue his efforts to drum up sensations to 
keep his name in the headlines. Apparently, he 
still believes there is political capital in such tac- 
tics. Or he may properly fear that his own politi- 
cal sun will set unless he can raise doubts about 
the emphatic verdict against him. 

The Senate has always been extremely eager 
to afford its members almost unlimited freedom 
of speech. But will the majority of the Ameri- 
can people be resigned to seeing this privilege 
further abused? After all, Washington is deal- 
ing with a crisis these days. Neither the Ad- 
ministration, the State Department, nor the Con- 
gress can afford to be harassed by new twists 
to McCarthyism. It is time for the Senate to 
consider its power to discipline its members. 

It is time for the man himself to ask whether 
his irresponsible self-promotion is not interfer- 
ing with the nation’s most urgent business. 
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Threat to the West - 


The contortions of the Communist line in East 
Germany now call for increased emphasis on the 
building of a “National Front’”—Red shorthand 
for acceptance of any German, Nazi or not, who 
is willing to fight the West. 

The Communists have been following this pol- 
icy for many months, but now East German Pre- 
mier Otto Grotewohl has said that even the 
struggle to establish a dictatorship of the prole- 
tariat must be subordinated to the construction 
of a national front. 

Eastern Europeans have excellent reason to 
fear this extension of the comradely clenched 
fist to Nazis. Apparently their fears were sup- 
posed to have been quieted by the previous 
gratuitous signing away of East German claims 
to the lands east of the Oder-Neisse line. 

It looks as though not only a national, but also 
an international front is in the making in the 
Soviet world. And the prime constituent of that 
front well could be an army, led by the “Peoples’ 
Police” and now-jobless former soldiers and offi- 
cers of Hitler’s Reich. The time for the West 
to organize its strength may be -growing shorter. 
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Experiment With a Gate 

Illinois is conducting an interesting experi- 
ment at the November election this year. Some 
of its civic leaders are going to find out 
whether its citizens can be persuaded, by an 
active and intensive campaign, to vote on a 
proposal to liberalize the amending article of 
the State Constitution. 

Illinois is still living under its 1870 Constitu- 
tion. Gov. Adlai Stevenson’s effort to let the 
people vote on the calling of a constitutional 
convention failed in the 1949 General Assem- 
bly. As a pale substitute, the Assembly agreed 
to let the people vote on a so-called Gateway 
Amendment, designed to open the gate a crack 
to future proposals for constitutional change. 

The present Constitution has seldom been 
amended because, to pass, an amendment must 
receive a majority of all votes cast at the elec- 
tion. Frequently a large majority of those voting 
on the constitutional issue favor the proposed 
change, but it fails because many people do not 
vote on it at all. 

Since 1891 the people of Illinois have voted on 
14 proposed amendments, and only two have 
carried. Yet 10 of the remaining 12 actually re- 
ceived a majority of the votes cast on the 
amendment. And seven of those 10 received 
more than two-thirds of the votes cast on the 
amendment. 

No very radical change is contemplated by 
the Gateway Amendment. It provides that future 
amendments will be adopted if they receive 
either a majority of all votes cast at the elec- 
tion, as at present, or two-thirds of those cast 
on the proposition. Certainly 1t ought to pass; 
but it goes before the people under the old 
ground rules. A big vote must be brought out 
if the gateway is to be opened a trifle. 

The Illinois Committee for Constitutional Re- 
vision has set itself that task. We commend its 
efforts and hope that they will be particularly 
successful in the southern section of the state, 
where in 1946 only one out of four voters 
bothered to register an opinion on a similar 
proposal. 
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California Compromise 

University of California regents have voted to 
retain 40 faculty members who had refused to 
accept a loyalty oath as part of their coftracts. 
These professors will keep their jobs because 
they appealed to the faculty Senate for a hear- 
ing and the Senate recommended their retention. 
But 157 other faculty members and employes 
who refused to appeal to the Senate and also 
refused to accept a loyalty oath have been fired. 

That the 40 professors kept their jobs is wel- 
come news. That the regents and the admin- 
istration were willing to accept the advice of the 
faculty's own representatives on a question of 
fitness to teach is equally commendable. If.any- 
body is to “try” a faculty member.for loyalty, his 
peers on the faculty are best qualified. 

But making the faculty Senate a loyalty clear 
ance agency still does not avoid the dangérs to 
academic freedom inherent in the whole process. 
Those dangers stem from the initia] demand that 
faculty members accept a loyalty oath or, to 
keep their jobs, secure Senate clearance. 

What this means is that the objector to the 
oath has to go before the Senate and prove him- 
self innocent of disloyalty. The faculty as a 
whole is subjected to a blanket suspicion and 
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then each individual must show that the suspi- 
cion in his case was unwarranted. 

If a faculty member were accused specifically 
of engaging in subversive activity, or abusing his 
academic freedom, then a trial before the faculty 
Senate might very properly render judgment on 
his fitness to teach. But that is quite a different 
thing from the California procedure. 

President Robert Gordon Sproul would have 
done the cause of academic freedom a better 
service if he had fought without compromise 
for the right of teachers to be judged on their 
individual merits, and to be considered loyal 
until proved otherwise. 
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This, Too, Is Aggression 

Unhappily, the breeding of totalitarian aggres- 
sion is not confined these days to the region 
beyond the Iron Curtain. There is a sore spot 
on the democratic side of the dividing line, in 
South Africa, and it is’ getting worse. 

No sooner had the semi-Nazi Malan Govern- 
ment enacted an almost unbelievably sweeping 
segregation law, than it set itself in defiance of 
the International Court of Justice. It did so by 
the unilateral “annexation” of formerly German 
South-West Africa. 

This area of 317,725 square miles had been 
entrusted to the administration of the Union of 
South Africa under a League of Nations man- 
date after World War I. Recently, the 294,000 
blacks of the region have been getting even 
worse treatment from the 38,000 whites than 
under the German colonial administrators. 

As the Rev. Michael Scott demonstrated to the 
U.N. General Assembly, the native leaders have 
never ceased to protest against the abridgment 
of their rights and the expropriation of their 
lands, rich in diamonds, minerals and agricul- 
tural potential. The Malan Government, how- 
ever, vociferously denounced U.N. “interference” 
on their behalf. And now that the U.N. has 
won the natives’ case before the International 
Court, the South African Government proposes 
to ignore the verdict. 

In its way, this is as outrageous as any Red 
veto in the Security Council. It certainly does 
not build up faith in the Western democracies 
among the millions of Africa and Asia. 
there isAhe hope that, since elections still seem 
to be free—at least for whites—in South Afri- 
ca, the Malan Government may some day be re- 
pudiated, and its wrongs made right. 
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Caprice and Confusion 

The United States Immigration Service is com- 
piling an unenviable record for caprice and con- 
fusion. Most recent in a long list of unexplained 
and apparently inexcusable actions of arbitrary 
administration is the barring of Viennese Con- 
ductor Josef Krips from the United States. 

He arrived in this country a week ago, with 
a visa from State Department officials in Vien- 
na, to fulfill a brief engagement conducting the 
Chicago Symphony Orchestra at Ravinia Park. 

But instead of being permitted to go to Chi- 
cago, he was detained at Ellis Island for two 
days, and then returned to Vienna when Edward 
J. Shaughnessy, New York district director of 
the Immigration and Naturalization Servite, said 
Mr. Krips would have to stay on Ellis Island 
indefinitely while a “further study” of his case 
was made. 

Mr. Shaughnessy, the same Mr. Shaughnessy 
who has refused to make any explanation in the 
case of Ellen Knauff, refused to say what infor- 
mation he possessed which made Mr. Krips sus- 
pect. Apparently, however, it had some connec- 
tion with the fact that Mr. Krips had conducted 
a series of concerts in Moscow and Leningrad 
in 1947. The conductor denied any political in- 
terests. “My party is Beethoven and Schubert,” 
he said. 

We know nothing at all about the politics or 
past political record of Mr. Krips. But if there 
is real reason why he should have been barred 
from this country, then he should never have 
been issued a visa in Vienna. It is inexcusable 
to permit him to go to the expense and trouble 
of flying to the United States, only to see Ellis 
Island. 

In the absence of any clarification, it is im- 
possible to say whether the Immigration Service 
or the State Department is at fault. It would 
seem, however, that the State Department rep- 
resentatives on the scene in Vienna should know 
more about Mr. Krips than does Mr. Shaughnes- 
sy in New York. In any case, this sort of thing 
should not be permitted to happen again. 
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Mackenzie King 

The death of W. L. Mackenzie King removes 
from the scene a political leader who had be- 
come almost as well known in this patil ae 
in Canada. 

He was Canada’s Prime Minister for 21 and a 
half years, and thus established a sort of course 
record for holding high political office. He 
owed his long tenure to a highly developed tal- 
ent for compromise and a remarkable ability to 
detect the shifts of public sentiment on his pri- 
vate political radar. 

This meant that Mackenzie King was not often 
far out in front of public opinion. Yet he was 
something more than a bandwagon rider. As he 
showed in developing Canada’s war effort in 
the face of a predominantly isolationist French 
bloc, he could lead. His achievements may not 
have been brilliant, but they were solid. 
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Not a Housing Dispute 

Mayor Darst followed the course dictated 
by sound city planning when he vetoed bills to 
declare 100 acres of undeveloped land “blighted” 
so that promoters ‘of the Westchester Heights 
housing project could obtain tax exemption. 

The Board of Aldermen had done itself no 
credit by passing these bills. 

Only two members of the Democratic ma- 
jority—William Brady and A. J. Cervantes— 
pees at the pressure put on by Alderman 
Alfred I. Harris, whose brother is one of the 
promoters of the project, and by Committeeman 
Matt O'Neill of the Twenty-second Ward. 

This never was a dispute about housing. The 
central issue never was whether the promoters 
of Westchester Heights should build their pro- 
ject. The main question was whether, in build- 
ing it, they should be granted exemption from 
taxes which other promoters of similar projects 
must pay. 

Tax exemption can be justified where builders 
undertake te reconstruct genuinely blighted 
areas—an enterprise not ordinarily attractive to 
private capital without special inducements. 
But to extend this principle to the development 
of vacant land in outlying sections of the city 
would make a mockery of the slum clearance 
program.

Four Charter Rumors Exposed 


The Mirror 
of

Freeholders’ chairman denounces misrepresentation of city’s pro- 
posed basic law; repeats that new charter will not impose new 
taxes but will in fact increase voters’ power to pass on tax meas- 
ures; says document, seen as whole, promises progress for city. 


From an Address by Raymond Tucker, Chairman, Board of Freeholders 


There are certain elements in this town 
who, in order to further their own selfish 
interests, are going to ignore the charter 
as a whole. They will endeavor by misrep- 
resentation of fact to convey the impres- 
sion to the general public that there are 
hidden in this new charter certain provi- 
sions which would react to their disad- 
vantage. This I can assure you is not true. 


When drawing up a new charter, one 
must consider the fact that the new char- 
ter when adopted may be in effect for 
the next 25 or 50 
years. During this 
time, conditions may 
arise 1n the commu- 
nity which may make 
, these grants of pow- 
“ers essential to its 

welfare. Consequent- 
Ay. it behooves those 
who are drawing up 
the charter to claim 
as Many powers as 
possible under the 
State Constitution 
and the State stat- 
utes. These powers 
are only to be used 
when and if needed. 

It.is against these powers in the charter 
that some of the most malicious rumors 
have been circulated. Now let us éxamine 
these rumors and see how much truth is 
contained in them.

Rumor No. 1 


A Satement is being made that the 
passage of the new charter will imme- 
diately increase taxes. I challenge the op- 
position to show one statement in the char- 
ter which of itseif increases taxes. The 
charter does not levy taxes, the Board of 
Aldermen levies taxes. A statement that 
taxes will be increased by the charter is 
an intentional misrepresentation of the 
truth or an indication of woeful ignorance 
and as such shouldbe ignored. 
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Rumor No. 2 


The rumor has been cireulated that the 
passgge of this new charter will imme- 
diately result in the creation of a general 
sales tax. This section in the new charter 
is Article I, Section 2, Sub-Section 3. 
This is the same identical provision that is 
contained in the old charter in Article 
XXV, Section 2. So the new charter in 
this respect gives you nothing in addition 
to what you already have. Under the old 
charter, you have a merchants’ and man- 
ufacturers’ tax based upon sales and in- 
ventory. Under the new charter, there is 
authorization for this same type of mer- 
chants’ and manufacturers’ tax. 

I again challenge the opposition to show 
any provision in the new charter which 
would lead any intelligent human being to 
the conclusion that there will be a general 
sales tax upon the adoption of this new 
charter. 

Furthermore, I again challenge the op- 


position to deny the fact that we are at 
present prevented from enacting any gen- 
eral sales tax by state law. 


Rumor No. 3 


The rumor has been circulated that on 
the passage of this new charter, an earn- 
ings tax of 1 per cent will immediately 
become a reality. May I emphatically re- 
peat here that the charter of itself does 
not impose any taxes. 

It is true that within the powers of the 
city in the new charter, permission is 
granted to the Board of Aldermen to re- 
enact an earnings tax. We have limited 
their authority to a maximum of 1 per 
cent. This limitation assures St. Louisans 
of protection against an abnormally high 
rate, which protection they do not now 
enjoy. The State Legislature by an ena- 
bling act could make the tax anything they 
saw fit. 


Rumor No. 4 


It has been stated publicly by Mr. How- 
ard Stephens that Sub-Section 5 of Section 
2 of the powers of the citizens in the new 
charter “in effect’ imposes an income tax 
upon the citizens of St. Louis. This is not 
true. The charter states: “to assess and 
levy and collect by ordinance for general 
revenue purposes, taxes on incomes from 
whatever source derived when permitted 
by law.” 

That clause “when permitted by law” 
prevents the city from exercising this right 
unless a state statute is passed permitting 
the city to do so. At present there is no 
such state law. Consequently, this never 
could become a law in St. Louis until a 
state law is passed. In fact, the enumera- 
tion of this power in the charter in no 
way enhances or detracts from the city’s 
power to levy an income tax. 

Under the old charter, all tax measures 
were emergency measures, and as such 
were not subject to referendum. Further- 
more, only a simple majority of the mem- 
bers of the board were necessary for the 
passage of new tax measures. Therefore, 
under the old cnarter, the citizens of St. 
Louis opposing a tax measure never had 
the right of referendum. 

Under the new charter. in order for a 
tax measure to be an emergency measure, 
a two-thirds vote by the Board of Alder- 
men is necessary. If the tax measure is 
only passed by a simple majority, then 
this measure is subject to referendum. 
These provisions of the new charter pro- 
vide an important protection to any group 
of citizens of St. Louis who are opposed 
to tax measures. 

This new charter which is presented to 
you represents the best thinking of out- 
standing men versed in municipal govern- 
ment. Do not be misled by ill-conceived 
and ill-considered statements that are 
made. Look at this charter as a whole 
and you cannot help but agree that it is a 
definite and progressive step forward for 
the City of St. Louis.

THE GO.OPERATIVE LEAGUE YEARBOOK 1950, edited 
by Cecil R. Crews. (The Co-operative League of the 

USA. 200 pe¢s., 

Here are the bedrock facts concerning 
the most difficult and important art of co- 
operation which, fortunately or unfortun- 
ately, has more zealots than students. 

It is to be expected that Mr. Crews, who 
is director of field education for the Con- 
sumers Co-operative Association of Kansas 
City, should note particularly the increas- 
ing emphasis on education and public rela- 
tions, and cite co-op groups, such as those 
in tke Canadian Maritimes and Ohio, as 
effective schools of democracy. From the 
grass roots, by discussion groups, radio 
programs and the particularly effective de- 
vice of listening groups (‘several co-ops 
have their own radio broadcasting outlets) 
co-operation is spreading in America. 

Success has brought considerable opposi- 
tion to the movement, particularly on the 
agricultural front but always with a latent 
fear of the spread of non-profit merchan- 
dising in the urban sector of the economy. 
It is evident, as Mr. Crews remarks, that 
these attacks, when unfair, have helped 
unite scattered elements and strengthened 
the whole co-operative movement. 

These thousands of local co-ops, ag- 
gregated by geographic and commodity 
affiliation, form regional or wholesale as- 
sociations, many of Which are pushing into 
processing and manufacture. The advant- 
age here lies in having a known demand 
through the neighborhood units. The Year- 
book totals the annual co-op business in 
the United States and Canada at the 


_ conservative figure of two billion dollars. 


With a figure such as this, it is natural 
that the erroneous assumption should arise 
that a co-operative is an acquisitive eco- 
nomic unit, though economists distinguish 
all these agencies as operating “at cost.” 
In this view, the fund for patronage divi- 
dend purposes is not the profit of the 
association, or its income either underpaid 
to the members or (in case of deficits) 
overpaid to them on their transactions. 

It is apparent, even in the statistical 
reaches of the Yearbook, that co-operatives 
mix old-fashioned American individualism 
with an altruistic longer view to obtain a 
balance that has increasingly important 
social significance.

“But,” you say, “we're at war now. That changes

Let’s assume the worst. Let’s assume that regardless 
of what happens in Korea we're going to be living in 
a wartime economy for many months or years to come. 
Let’s assume, on the basis of the President's speech

Admittedly, those controls present serious problems 


But what happened to stocks—and to stockholders— 
when we had to do busimess in that kind of a regu- 
lated economy just a few years ago? 

Some companies were able to adjust themselves te 
the situation better than others, and some stockholders 
consequently fared better than others. But on the 
average, the effect on stocks was no? so drastic. Memory 
is always short, and so here it is worth taking a closer 
look at the record — specifically at the average price 
and dividend figures on 200 common stocks as reported 
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Here are the annual averages — before. during 
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Annual averages can be misleading, and you may 
ask if there weren't severe price declines in seme of 
those years that might seriously have hurt 2 stock- 
holder who was compelled for one reason or enother 


If you own stocks... 


Yes, there were some bad drops. Two of them came 
in the war. The sharpest one was in Muy, 1940, when 
Hitler swept through France and pushed the British 
to the sea at Dunkerque. In that one month, Moody's 
average dropped from $37.29 to $29.16. The second 
decline began in the summer of 1941 when many 
people thought we would become involved in the war 
and when our relations with Japan were deteriorating 
rapidly. In July, “the averages stood at $32.37, and 
they slipped steadily downhill for nine months until 
in April, 1942, they were $23.61 —the low point of 
the war. 

Yes, those wartime declines were serious, but what's 
most significant is that neither drop was as bad as the 
one we suffered in the 1937-38 depression when the 
world was at peace. In July, 1937, the average was 
$48.41. In March, 1938, it was $25.35. 


So much for history. 

If it has application to the present, this would seem 
to be the moral: The recent decline in the market 
has been due in part to unreasoning fear. Many stock- 
holders have simply sold their securities without 
attempting a reasoned appraisal of how war might 
really affect them. 

When you see headline after headline reporting 
that the stock market has been hit by another selling 
wave, you begin to get the impression that practically 
everybody is selling. That's not so. In the four weeks 
since war began in Korea, all of the shares of stock 
that have been sold on the New York Stock Exchange 
still represent only about 2% of all the shares of all 
the stocks listed on the Exchange. 

Mind you, we don’t know if the people who owned 
the other 98% of the stock were right or wrong in just 
standing pat. Perhaps some of them should have sold. 
And perhaps some of them should have bought. 
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These are, of course, the key questions of the hour 
for every stockholder — for you. Should you sit tight? 
Should you sel]? Should you buy? And what and 
when? 

These questions are always worth a good deal of 
thought, if you want to minimize the risk that you 
necessarily assume in owning securities. 

In a period of change and uncertainty it is especially 
important that you try to find the right answers for 
you — the answers that will best help you attain your 
investment objective, whether that be safety of capital, 
good dividends, or price appreciation. 

In weighing this problem, you will want all the 
information and counsel you can get.

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The Man Who Spurned $2,000,000 


Multi-Millionaire's Son Turns Down Offer to 


By Claude F. Sitton 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., July 24. 
FAMILY feud right out of 
fiction has electrified this steel 
town. Everyone is waiting to 

see whether multi-millionaire “old 
Bob” Ingalls or his son, a chip 
off the old block, wil come out 
on top in their bitter struggle for 
money and power. 

The quarrel, which has been 
raging in the courts for two years, 
exploded another sensational de- 
velopment last week when young, 
disinherited Robert Ingalls Jr., 
flatly turned down $2,000,000 cash 
from his father. 

The offer was not a gesture of 
appeasement, but an attempt by 
the elder Ingalls, who built a 
$12,000,000 steel empire, the In- 
galls Iron Works, from a small 
metal shop, to buy the son out. 

The two broke when young In- 
galls divorced his first wife, 
wealthy Eleanor Flick of Birming- 
ham and New York, and married 
attractive Jane Sevier Smith, 36- 
year-old Birmingham war widow 
and mother of two. 

Ingalls Jr. says: 

“My father, Mr. Ingalls rather, 
swore that another man’s children 
would never lay hands on his 
money.” 

The father removed the son as 
president of Ingalls Iron and its 
subsidiaries, cut off his $45,000-a- 
year salary and, says young 
Ingalls, declared he would make 
him a pauper. 

The son’s stock, however, plus 
that held in trust for his two 
daughters by his first marriage, 
amounts to over three quarters of 
the company’s 15,000 shares. 

The elder Ingalls, an iron-fisted 
gray-haired man of 68, is claim- 
ing the right to 4501 shares on 
the basis of an option signed in 


1943 to buy the stock any time.

Iron Works of Birmingham and 
Pittsburgh, Birmingham Tank, In- 
galls Shipbuilding, Ingalls Steel 
Construction; Ingalls Security, 
Realty and Investment Co. 

But if young Ingalls’ legal at- 
tempts to become trustee of the 
stocks of his two daughters by 
his first marriage, Elizabeth, 14, 
and Barbara, 11, are successful, 
he will be able to move into the 
driver’s seat.

How It Started

“With | many a flirt and flut-

These are the words of the 
American poet, Edgar Allen Poe, 
and they were written in the last 
century. If such use of the word 
“flirt” is surprising, this is only 
because we no longer employ it 
in the sense of its origin. Flirt- 
ing in the sense of coquetry, of 
playing at courtship, the popular 
extension of its significance, has 
obscured its earlier usage. 


“Flirt” goes back three and a 
half centuries to denote a jerk or 
quick motion, as in “flirting a 
fan.” Joseph Addison, writing at 
the turn of the seventeenth cen- 
tury, neatly illustrated this in his 
allusion to “several little flirts 
and vibrations.” Addison also 
wrote as follows: “Several young 
flirts about town had a design to 
cast us out of the fashionable 
world.” Since this was written 
when a flirtation still denoted a 
quick, passing motion, the connec- 
tion could be drawn with the 
transitory, the “upstart” nature of 
the “young flirts about town” to 
whom the writer referred.

Many People Are Actually Committing Suicide by Sticking to Jobs They Hate

Thousands of Americans, says 
Dr. Steincrohn, are wuncon- 
sciously killing themselves. This 
article. the second of a series, 
describes two of these subtle 
ways of slow suicide. 

Thes articles are a con- 
densation of the book, “How 
To Stop Killing Yourself,” just 
published by Wilfred Funk, Inc. 
The author is a specialist in in- 
ternal medicine, a former chief 
of staff of Mount Sinai Hospital 
in Hartford, Conn., a former 
vice-president of the Connecti- 
cut Statc Medical Society. 


HERE are three. classes of 
men! Those who enjoy their 
work,-.those who tolerate it as 
a means of survival, and those 
who die every day in the working. 

Heaven has blessed the first; 
the devil his cursed the last lot. 
As for the middle group, they are 
the forgotten men. 

You either live whole hog or 
not at all. Probably you have 
known people you might fit into 
any one of the three classes. 

The other day I discharged a 
70-year-old man from the hospital. 
He had had pneumonia. The most 
difficult part of my job was con- 
vincing him to stay in bed for a 
few days. 

He had never been ill before. 
Bed was anathema. Not so much 
because he didn’t like the hos- 
pital itself but because he was 
restless while away from his work. 

He is a grocery store keeper. 
He and his wife have served their 
neighborhood for thirty-five 
years. This man fully believes he 
is fulfilling his destiny in running 
his little store. All those years 
he and his wife have worked side 
by side counting out eggs, passing 
out bread across the counter, mea- 
suring vegetables, and handing 
over tins of soup and fish. He is 
at..his store at. six-thirty in the 
morning and turns out the lights 
at ten at night. 

‘‘Isn’t it tiresome?” his friends 
ask. “Don’t you wish you were 
doing something more creative or 
constructive? Don’t you long to 
make enoush money to be able to 
sell the store and take a well- 
earned rest?

IS answer is “No.” As it hap- - 
Heens. he has enough money to 


retire—at least for the few 
years he, and his wife have re- 
maining. No, he won't give it up 
because it is his life—and his 
wife’s. But his, especially. 

He loves people. He wanted to 
get out of the hospital so that he 
could be with the people who 
came in every day. 

“T like to. talk to people and 
to listen to them,” he told me. “I 
want them to bring me their 
troubles and problems. Some peo- 
ple have an ear and heart for mu- 
sic. God gave me an ear and 
heart for people’s troubles. And 
they feel it. That’s why they come 
in to talk to me. They. know I'll 
listen and advise and try to cheer 
them up.” 

- Usually we see this love of 
work in those of creative bent: 
inventors, artists, musicians. They 
must be torn away from their 
work to eat, rest and sleep. Yet I 
have seen the happy workman as 
plumber, carpenter or gardener. 

The largest group might be 
called the neutral workers. They 
are the massive body of drones 
who leave their little hives on 
time every morning and leave 
their work on time at evening— 
happy at the conclusion of an- 
other workday.

A tion is obesity. Obesity is a 

disease. It is unnatural for the 
body to have more fat than it re- 
quires for its necessary functions. 
I know of no other ailment that is 
so lightly considered. Slow sui- 
cide by obesity is the commonest 
form of death. But fortunately, 
when you are overweight, you 
can make the diagnosis without 
the doctor’s help. 

An examination in a full-length 
mirror, a close inspection of the 
notches in your belt, the fit of 
your clothes, the remarks of your 
friends—any, or all, of these 
show you whether or not you are 
the slim youngster you used to 
be. 

The man or woman who over- 
eats blames his extra layers of 
fat to some peculiar, mysterious, 
disorder of his glandular system. 
This has long been disproved. 
When you are overweight, 99 
times out of 100 it is due to in- 
creased food intake. 

Recently we have come to the 
conclusion that the fat man is not 
necessarily the happy man. On 
the contrary, among the common 
causes of added weight are nerv- 
ousness and frustration. Pa- 
tients will say that they began to 
pick at food, and have an ajmost 
insatiable desire to keep eating 
throughout the day, after’ they 
experienced.some tragedy. 

Divorce, loss of a loved one, 
emotion, transfer from one job 
to another less enjoyed, fear of 
illness—these are a few of the 
many reasons why people overeat. 

Obesity must be considered a 
disease because it is the begin- 


ning of many diseases. We know 
that high blood pressure, heart 
disease, diabetes, gall bladder dis- 
ease, and many forms of arthritis 
thrive in the fat man or woman. 

Every fat person should have a 
complete physical examination 
consisting of blood studies, metab- 
olism, and other indicated investi- 
gations before he begins his diet. 
If the doctor has before him on 
his chart a picture of »doth the 
mental and physical background 
of his patient, he is better able to 
treat him.

F the patient's food intake is 
] primarily due to carelessness 

and maladjustment to trying sit- 
uations, sometimes treatment by a 
psychiatrist is indicated. I have 
known a psychiatrist to reduce en 
obese patient where other physi- 
cians have failed. 


The treatment of obesity is 
simple provided we know our 
patients thoroughly — and pro- 
vided the patient has the willing- 
ness to dissolve his layers of fat. 


It requires continued co-ope: a- 
tion over a period of months and 
ye: Losing weight is not a 
matter of weeks. 


About one out of every four 
persons in this country is over- 
weight. If weight is more than 
10 per cent above normal, life ex- 
pectancy is reduced about one- 
fifth. It has been estimated that 
10 pounds of extra fat require the 
development of half a mile cf 
blood vessels. Naturally ‘he heart 
must work harder. 


Remember that exercise will 
not take off poundage. Accord- 
ing to recent tests at the Uni- 
versity of Alabama you would 
have to walk 66 miles at four 
miles per hour to take off one 
pound. 

James Rorty, in Harper's Maga- 
zine of May, 1949, wrote an excel- 
lent article entitled “The Thin 
Rats Bury the Fat Rats.” This 
could be accurately paraphrased 
to read “‘the thin man buries the 
fat man.” 

Here is his recommended non- 
specific diet: 

BREAKFAST: Coffee with 
milk, but no sugar or cream. One 
egg. Citrus and other fresh fruit 
in quantity to satisfy hunger. 
Whole grain muffins or bread. 
One pat of butter. 


LUNCH: A large salad com- 
posed of lettuce, celery, cabbage, 
carrots, peppers, peas, lima beans, 
etc., with a small amount of soy- 
bean oil, lemon juice or vinegar 
dressing. Fruit. Buttermilk. 


DINNER: A hearty soup or 
meat, usually one of the more 
nutritious organ meats such as 
pork liver, kidneys, heart. One or 
two vegetables.

South’s holding, feeling that this 

single raise would be enough. 

Since South chose the other 

course—which was perfectly all 

right—he should ‘not have become 
so optimistic simply because 

North gave him a double raise. 

North took the four-heart bid 

back to spades because he felt 

that South might want to go fur- 
ther on his own hook. 


If the bidding had not been 
quite so revealing, West probably 
would have opened an “off” suif, 
but -as it was he put down the 
ace and ancther heart in the very 
hope that his partner had a sin- 
gleton. East was ready and very 
willing to ruff—and then East 
completed South’s route: he un- 
derled his three top diamonds' 

It is very obvious indeed that 
South could have played the dia- 
mond jack and taken the rest of 
the tricks—but how many players 
would be that thoughtful (or opti- 
mistic)? South was discouraged! 
He just knew that West was go- 
ing to get back on lead with some 
diamond honor, and his heart re- 
turn would give East another ruff 
to set the hand. So South mourn- 
fully tossed on the nearest dia- 
mond—and it didn’t happen to be 
the jack’ 

West was a very surprised de- 
fender to find himself back on 
lead with such a lowly card as the 
diamond 10, but his surprise 
didn't keep him from playing an- 
other heart!

Then the office boy dropped 
a freshly typed bulletin on his 
blotter. An outsider had been 
called in, a man who knew 
nothing of the firm: an execu- 
tive from another field was to 
be the new president.

He was 
icily polite to the newcomer, 
he scrupulously attended to 
every detail of his own work— 
but in every idle moment he 
brooded.
